CHAPTER 169.

AN ACT to amend section 925—30a of the statutes, relating to
power of cities of the first class to fix salaries of their officers
and employes.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

Section 925—304 of the statutes is amended to
read: Section 925—30a: The common council of any city of
the first class, whether operating under general or special char-
ter, may at any time within * * * four months prior to the
first day of December of any year, introduce and pass ordi-
nances fixing and changing the salary of any city officials and
employes, the ordinances to go into effect on the first of Janu-
ary thereafter. The salarics of all elective or appointive officers
having a definite term shall not he changed during their term of
office. The salary of elective officers may be changed within the
period hereinbefore stated, to take effect at the end of the term
of the incumbent,
